Minn., July 25.— Fol­ 
lowing the high water and the sud­ 
den outbreak of a stomach and bow- 
el trouble the last week in June, 
when 2,000 to 3.000 persons were af­ 
fected almost within a few' hours, 
an outbreak of typhoid fever has oc­ 
curred, as was predicted and expect­ 
ed by the health authorities a soon 
as they had ascertained that the trou­ 
ble was due to the sewers backing 
up and contaminating the water sup­ 
ply. 
Up to the present time 137 
cases of typhoid fever have been re­ 
ported to the health officer, and four 
deaths have occurred. 
There are 
believed to be other cases existing 
th at have not been reported, as sev­ 
eral doctors have not made returns. 
While the outbreak has looked se­ 
rious the promptness of the officials 
has prevented the epidemic becom­ 
ing as widespread as some feared 
that it would become, and already 
the climax is believed to have been 
reached. 
State Board Gives Aid 
The state board of health and the 
state dairy commission are actively 
co-operating with the local hoard of 
health to prevent new’ cases 'being 
started from infection. 
The cases 
thus far are all from primary infec­ 
tion from the city water. 
The water supply has been ren­ 
dered safe, although the users are 
urged to boil their drinking water 
for three months to come, until every 
germ shall have left the pipes. 
The 
milk supply is being closely watched, 
and a general clean-up of the city 
is under way. 
No expense has been 
spared in rendering the city a safe 
place to reside.

left by the high water are being 
drained or treated with petroleum 
and chlorate of lime.
